fence, and to makercliltance, according to the Pro- 
reſtation taken to defend the priviledges of Parlia-

| | Hereas the Chambers, Studies, and 
Truncks of M. Hollies, Sir Arthur Haſl:- 
| rize, M.Pym, M\Hampden,and M Stroude, 
| Members of the Houſe of Commons, upon Mun- 
| day: the third of this inſtant January, by colour of 
' his Majeſties Warrant have beene ſealed up by Sir 
| Wilam Kileerey, and Sir Willkan Flemen and others; 
| which is not onely againſt the priviledge of Parlia- 
ment, but the common Libertic of every Subject; 
Which ſaid Members afterwards the ſame day were 
| under the like colour, by Scrjeanc Frances, one of his 
Majcſties Scrjeants at Armes, contrary to ail former 
preſidents and priviledges of parliaments, deman 
ded of the Speaker fitting in ths houſe of Comons 
to be delivered unto him that he might arreſt them 
of high Treaſon : And whereas afterwards the 
next day His Majeſtic in his Royall perſon cameto 
the ſaid Houſc attended with a great multitude of 
men armed in wariike manner, with halberts, 
ſwords, and piſtols,vvho came up to the very.doore 
of the Houſc and placed themſelves there and in 0- 
' ther places and paſſages necre to the ſaid Houſe, 
770 the great terror and diſturbance of the Members 
thereof; then ſitting, and, according to their duty, 
in a peaceable and orderly manner, treating of the 
great Aﬀaircs of Englandand Ireland; And his Ma- 
jcltichaving placed himſelfe in the Speakers Chair, 
; demanded of them the perſons of the ſaid Mem- 
ders to be delivered unto him, which is a high 
breach of the Rights and Priviledges of Parliament, 
and inconſiſtent with the Liberties, and Freedome 
thereof: And whereas afterwards his Majeſtic did 
iſſueforth ſeverall Warrants to divers Officers, un- 
der his owne hand, for the apprehenſion of the per- 


ſons of the ſaid Members, which by Law he cannot

or accuſation, or due Proceſles of Law iſſacda- 
gainſt them, nor any pretence of charge made 


| known to that Houſe, all which are againſt the 


Fundamentall Liberties of the Subje&, and the 
Rights of Parliament. Whereupon weare neceſli- 
rat: d, according to Our dutie,to declare, Thar if a- 
ny perſon ſhall arreſt M. Hollis, Sir Arthur Heſlerige, 
M.Pym, M. Hampden, M, Stroude,or any of them, or a- 
ny other Member of Parlianyent, by pretence or co» 
lour ofany Warrant iſſuing out from the King one- 
ly, is guilty of the breach of the Libertics of the 
Subic, and of the Pciviledge of Parliament, and a 

ublike enemic to the Common-wealth. And that 
the Arreſting ofthe ſaid Members, orany of them, 
or of any other Member of Parliament, by any 
Warrant whatſoever, without a Legall proceeding 
20ainſt them, and without conſent of that Houſe, 
whercot ſuch perſon is a Member, is againſt the li- 
berty of the Subiet, and a breach of priviledge of 
Parliament: and the perſon which ſhall arreſt any 
of theſe perſons, or any other Member of the par- 
liament, is declared a publike enemy of the Com- 


mon-wealth, 
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
